With ~a bullet through his heart, 
the body of Lewis Williams, 27, a 
civil engineer employed by the county, 
was found late Thursday night in the 
deserted home of his mother-in-law on 


De Foor avenue. De Foor avenue runs 
from Howell Mill road to Bolton. 


. Authorities who made the discovery 
of the murder found signs of a terrific 
struggle in the abandoned home, but 
repeated efforts to locate members of 


unavailing. 

Simultaneously with investigation of 
the mysterious killing in the De Foor 
avenue district, detectives rushed to 
the home of Williams, in Ben Hill, 
and fonnd that place of residence, too, 
had heen abandoned. The house was 
as empty as the De Foor avenue home.

Heard Sounds of Fight. 

Neighbors, declaring they heard 
sounds inaleating a fight in the De 
Foor avenue home, enlled the police, 
but when the authorities arrived on 
the scene, only the lifeless body of 
Williams was found. A pistol bullet 
had pierced his heart. No other shots 
had been fired so far as could he| 
learned. ! 

The body was removed first to 
Grady hospital. His wife and mother- 
in-law called at the institution and 
made inquiries about Williams. When 
informed that he was dead, they left 
without giving any explanation, it is 
said. 

Later two women—thought to he 
the same—were seen near the under- 
taking parlors of T. CC. Bazemore, 
Washington street, but only vague in- 
formation could be obtained as to them | 
there, | 


One Clue to Murder. 

The one and only clue to the mur- 
der apparently is one advanced by 
neighbors, who stated that earlier in 
the day, Williams had engaged in a 
hented altereation with severe! rough- 
looking men in front of his mother- 
in-laws home. Who the men were, 
why the argument, or the result of 
the dispute, none could volunteer an 
explanation. Some said they heard 
these ruffians threatened to come 
hack and “get” Williams, but this | 
cannot be confirmed. 1

road. Two-thirds of the equipment, 
consisting of 31,000 locemotives, 70,- 
000 passenger cars and 750,000 freight 
cars, is less than ten years old. 

The original cost of the system, 
whose lines extend into every part of 
Germany, was $6,200,000,000. 

The $15,000,000 credit, which is 


designated for temporary use as ad- 
ditional working capital, will be 
available to the railway company 
until January 31, 1926.

Kameneff explains that the central 
committee of the party was compelled 
to inaugurate a campaign against 
Trotzky . because his recent book, 
“Lessons of the 1917 Revolution.” 
was being published under the osten- 
sible protection of the communist 
party, and, coming from a member of 
the party’s political bureau, which 
‘directs the work of the communist in- 
ternational, the book creates a danger 
for the party. 
| Tt cannot, therefore, Kameneff 
eatin be allowed to pass unchallenged,

THE SENATE LEADER. 


It seems now assured, by the 
ironing out of the conflicts, that 
Senator Curtis, of Kansas, will be- 
come the republican floor leader to 
succeed the late Senator Lodge. 

The caucus is to meet Saturday, 
and the consensus of opinion is that 
this little detail—of tremendous im-

Senator Curtis has been in con- 
gress for about half of his natural 
life, having been elected to the 
house 30 years ago. He was elected 
to the senate 17 years ago. In 1926 
the people df Kansas will be called 
upon to elect his successor, and this 
near approach of a contest has pos- 
sibly had something to do with ad- 
vancing him to the leadership, al- 
though under the rules of precedent 
and priority he stands next to Sena- 
tor Warren, whose title to the honor 
is unquestioned, if he preferred it. 
The fact is, however, Senator War- 
ren prefers to devote his entire 
time to his committee chairmanship. 

Senator Curtis should make a 
good and an acceptable leader. He 
believes that congress is*a legisla- 
tive body and not « political forum; 
and to that extent he believes that 
unnecessary and irrelevant speech- 
making should be eliminated. Of 
course he cannot stop this very ob- 
jectionable habit into which senators 
have fallen, but he can do much to 
remedy the situation of the past 
year or two, which has been little 
less than disgraceful. 

Congress can well afford to enact 
the supply bills which must be done 
to prevent an extra session and ad- 
journ until December, 1925. 

The supply bills not only origi- 
nate in the house, but, under the 
new budget system, in the one com- 
mittee on appropriations. While 
this committee, in its rooms, is re- 
porting out these bills the house 
and senate, therefore, can and 
should catch up the ends on a num- 
ber of smal'er matters in which joint 
action is necessary, and the senate 
will have plenty of time to define 
the nation’s status on the world 
court. This should be done by all 
means at the short session. 

If Senator Curtis will really put 
the brakes on the senators who love

OCCUPATIONAL POISONING. 

More than 100 harmful substance- 
to which workers in. various trades, 
industries or ocenpations may be ex: 
posed are listed in a manual pre- 
nared for physicians’ use by the New 
York state department of labor 
These industrial poisons are tabulat- 
el, and the modes of entrance into 
the body are given. In most cases 
the poison enters the body through 
inhalation ef vapor, fumes, gas or 
dust. 

Throughout this long list of ocen- 
pational poisons I find only six 
which, according to the manual, may 
enter the body by absorption through 
the skin. But if there are six 


in- 
dustrial poisons which can be soaked 
through the unbroken skin, that rath- 
er topples over the cocksure asser- 
tion I am so fond of making. namely, 
that no food, nutriment, fluid. medi- 
eament or poison is ever absorbed 
through the unbroken skin. Let's see 
who is wrong here. 

The first substance which the 
manual tells us may enter the body 
in this remarkable way is anilia. 
Anilin is a_ volatile, pungent fluid 
used in artificial leather manufac- 
ture. calico printing. dyeing. litho- 
graphy. colored pencil making, ete.. 
and according to the manual it may 
enter the body thrangh inhalation of 
the vapor or by .absorption through 
the skin ffem saturated = clothinr: 
Spirits of eamphor or even campho- 
rated oi] may be absorbed from sat- 
urated clothing (sometimes this hap- 
pens in infants), but not through 
the skin: the warmth of the ody 
volatizes the camphor which is then 
inhaled as vapor. There is no reason. 
to imagine that anilin poisoning from 
clothing saturated with the anilin «1! 
occurs in any other way. 

Carbon bisulphid (also ealled car- 
bon disulfid) may be absorbed = a: 
vapor through inhalation or as flui 
throuch the skin, the manual informs 
us. But since the inhalation of the 
vapor is acknowledged, and the fluid 
is described as colorless and _ vola- 
tile, I think we may apply for a cer- 
tificate of reasonable doubt in this 
case. Carbon bisulphid is used in 
the extraction of fats and oils, vul- 
canization of rubbef, purification of 
tallow, paraffin and wax and the ex- 
traction of fat from raw wool. 

Hydrocyanic (prussic) acid, used 
in- the extraction of gold, in photo- 
graphy. dyeing cloth, printing, ele-- 
troplating and other industries, may 
be absorbed, according to the man- 
ual, as a gas through inhalation and 
as a liquid through the skin. his 
latter information ought to interest 
anthers of murder mysteries. But 1

Downtown. Atlanta paused long 
enough from its Thanksgiving day 
amusement Thursday night to watch a 
thousand knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan parade in single file through the 
city streets.

Birmingham, Ala., November 27.--

Following on the 
heels of Alabuma’s miserable showing 
against the Centre Praying Colone!s 
a week ago, the comeback of the 
Crimson forces was as complete aa 
sensational, aud as overwhelming as 
any upset on a southern gridiron dur- 
ing this season.

BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washing ston, November 27.—I mpor- 
tant changes in rules for the transac- 
tion of business in the federal courts 
throughout the country which are ex- 
pected to speed up the conduct of 
trials are outlined in letters just sent 
to all federal district judges by Chief 
Justice Taft. 

The proposed changes were worked 
out at the recent judicial conference 
here of senior circuit judges, who con- 
sidered them vital as a means of ex- 
pediting the orderly transaction of all 
federa! litigation. 

To force prompt disposition of all 
cases, the district judges are urged to 
| adopt a rule providing that when any 
/ease might have been ‘broug ght to trial, 
but has not within one year, the coun- 
| sel and the parties to such proceedings 
shall be given notice of the first term 
of court following January each year, 
30 days in advance of its opening, and 
if no action is taken in such cases 
within that period of grace, the court 
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shall upon opening the term enter an 
order of dismissal. 

The district courts are urged to 
adopt a rule which would prevent the 
continuance of cases to another term 
by agreement of counsel. Other en- 
gagements of counsel should not be 
accepted as a ground for continuance, 
it is held, and no continuances should 
be allowed except for good cause 
shown by officials, such as sickness of 
a party or unavoidable absence of an 
Important witness. -

‘The time is not yet, but it seems 
not far distant, when some professor 
with a paternal regard fur the “man 
in the street” will offer him a revised 
edition of the Bible written in slang. 
Various learned students of Greek and 
Hebrew, convinced that the archaic 
verbiage of the old King James version 
is quite beyond the ken of the average 
twentieth century man, have been aim- 
ing hard in the direction of this pros- 
pective slang version for years. 

The latest of these is Dr. James 
Moffatt of Glascow, an eminent Scoteh 
theologian, who has written what Is 
<aid to be the first translation of the 
Old Testament since the publication of 
the King James Bible in 1611. Mof- 
fatt, Dr. Alexander Goodspeed, of Chi- 
cago, ®nd other scholars who have at- 
tempted to rewrite the Good Book in 
the past, have heretofore confined 
their attention exclusively to the New 
Testament.
